"Jumbo" Fencing is made in all of the sizes of our Farm Fencing — 55, 47, 39, 
32, 26, 20 inch and in 49, 45, 41 and 35 inch cattle fencing. All of this is made with 
stays 12 inches apart or 6 inches apart. 

All No. 9 Heavy, Galvanized Steel wires. You know what this means when worked 
up into "Pittsburgh Perfect." Vicious stock no more formidable than lambs to the 
man or woman on the other side of the fence, today, tomorrow, forever. 

In view of the special size of wire in these "Jumbo" Fences, their practicability 
will appeal to thrifty users of fence who desire long life in fence fabric. 

A Hint — Every diamond mesh fence on the market has more or less fine wire in 
its construction and nearly every one two small twisted cable wires for strand wires. 
Fine wire soon rusts through, diamond meshes will not conform to uneven ground and 
twisted cable wires hold moisture which causes rust. Also, cables cannot have any 
provision for expansion and contraction, as one wire binds the other. Moral — Stick to 
fencing which has none of the above defects.

Directions for using "Pittsburgh Perfect" "Veribest" Stretcher 

This stretcher pulls fence toward end post. Attach the stretcher to end post by 
passing the post chain through the clevis and around the post, drawing the stretcher as 
close as possible to the post. Attach wood clamp to fence between stay wires up close 
to one stay, to be sure you have clamp straight on fence, and with a wrench turn down 
the nuts until you are sure none of the wires can slip through the clamp in stretching. 
Bear in mind that the top and bottom wires are larger than the intermediate wires, con- 
sequently special care should be exercised in turning down the nuts good and tight, pre- 
venting the larger wires holding the clamp apart and allowing intermediate wires to slip. 

Attach the large hook on the stretcher chain to wooden clamp, seeing that the same 
number of wires are above as below stretcher chain hook, so that pull will be evenly 
distributed, and then attach the claw of holding bar of stretcher to chain about three 
links from the end.^ See that you have the stretcher chain perfectly straight before attach- 
ing it, so that holding bar will automatically disengage and engage with chain. After you 
have attached the claw of holding bar of stretcher to chain and have the large hook 
attached to wooden clamp and chain around post at equal distances from the ground, then 
attach the claw at the end of stretcher lever to second link of chain in front of claw on 
holding bar, when you are ready to stretch the fence. 

Simply push or pull lever towards wood clamp on fence, when holding bar will auto- 
matically unloosen from chain, go forward and take hold of chain; then attach lever again 
to second link in front of claw on holding bar and proceed as before, continuing this 
operation until tension is right and fence is well stretched and perfectly taut. When yon 
think you have the fence stretched up almost taut enough, make a half or three quarter 
stretch by pushing the lever forward far enough to insert little steel pin through hole in

STARTING TO BUILD 

Permanent brace panels with posts set as on page 33 should be put in about every 
sixty rods where the fence runs in a straight line. 

After your posts are set, unroll the fence with the narrow spacings towards the posts. 
Now staple to end post and be careful that your stays are straight up and down, and that 
the fence is at least three quarters way around the post. Fasten the stretcher to the 
other end of the roll, get it on straight, and be sure that your stretcher clamps are screwed 
as tioht as possible. This will prevent the fence from slipping through the stretcher when 
the tension is put on, and save lots of trouble. Now take up above two or three links with 
the stretcher and go along the fence line and put a staple on a few line wires to hold 
the fence in place while stretching. 

When stretching, it is well to see that the fence does not bind on the posts. ^ If it 
does, this can easily be remedied by catching the wire and pulling it like a bow string to 
keep it from cutting into the posts. In stretching over hilly places lift the fence where 
you want it, drive staple over wire next to top wire so that fence will pull through. You 
can do the same thing where there are hollows; simply pull the fence where you want it 
by standing on bottom wire, and put staple over next to bottom 

tight, staple well to the brace and line posts; then, before removing the Pittsburgh 
Perfect' ' "Veribest" Stretcher, tighten the wires between the stretcher clamp and end 
post.

BUILDING THE "PITTSBURGH PERFECT" FENCE 

As a rule everyone appreciates the necessity of building well a house or a barn; no 
one would think of throwing a lot of stones in a heap and calling it a foundation, and then 
on top of this building a house out of the finest material that money can buy. What we 
want to impress on you is the fact that we furnish you with the very best fencing material 
that money can buy and consequently want you to do it justice by building it right; then 
you will have a fence that will last a lifetime, will be "a thing of beauty" and con- 
sequently "a joy forever.' ' It is just as easy and a great deal more satisfactory to build 
right in the first place than it is not to build right. 

END AND CORNER POSTS 

Particular attention must be given to Setting and Bracing the End and Corner posts. 
If we had the space to spare in this little book we would tell you this over and over again. 
The life, the very existence of any fence depends largely on the End and Corner posts. On 
them is all the strain; so get good posts for your Ends and Corners and set them not less 
than three and one-half to four and one-half feet into the ground and anchor and brace 
as shown in cut on page 33.

CONTINUED 

Intermediate or Line Posts should be the cheapest good post obtainable. 

They really act as stays, but the real strain is on the End and Corner posts. 

The Intermediate or Line posts should be set about a rod (16^ feet) apart for ordinary 
purposes. Some farmers set them twenty, twenty-five and up to thirty-five or forty feet 
apart and get good resu ts; but for best results we suggest that these posts be a rod apart. 

BRACING 

In erecting The Pittsburgh Perfect Fence so that the strain caused by the curves 
which take care of the expansion and contraction will not in time pull the End posts out 
of the ground, it is necessary that you brace the End posts well. This is done by setting 
a post about three and one-half to four and one-half feet in the ground and about ten 
or twelve feet distant from the End or Corner Post; then brace with a piece of 4 x 4 
timber as shown on page 33. Mortise the brace into the posts and spike well. Next take 
a piece of No. 7 or No. 8 Galvanized Wire, bring it around both the End post and Brace 
post and tie or splice the ends together. Now take a good stout stick about three feet long 
and twist this bracing wire as shown in cut until there is a good strain on both End and 
Brace posts as well as on the wooden brace. Now staple the brace wire to posts as shown 
in cut. This prevents the wire from slipping and the Corner or End post from turning 
while you are stretching your fence.

VALUABLE SUGGESTIONS TO FENCE PURCHASERS 



BY AN EXPERT OF THE U. S. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

That eminent scientist, Dr. Allerton S. Cushman, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, who is in charge of physical and chemical investi- 
gations, and who has been investigating among other things for the past six 
or eignt years the Wire Fencing made in the United States, appeared before 
the Agricultural Appropriation Bill Committee of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, under date of December 14th, 1909, and we are pleased 
to be able to quote some of his statements with reference to Wire Fencing in 
general. 

In answer to the question of the Chairman of that Committee as to what 
Dr. Cushman found to be wrong with fence wire and what remedy he had 
devised, Dr. Cushman replied that the first thing wrong with fence wire was 
that it was being made out of carelessly made steel, and, also, the amount and 
character of the zinc covering that was put on top left much to be desired.

He also said that he had suggested certain modifications to prominent 
wire manufacturers, and that his suggestions had to a considerable extent been 
adopted by them. Also, that there were only a few manufacturers in this 
country who make their own steel, while there were hundreds of manufacturers 
of fence in the country, but there were only three he believed who made their 
own steel, all of the other fence manufacturers buying their galvanized wire 
already galvanized from one of these three manufacturers; so that, when he said 
that modifications had been made at his advice and suggestions, he was speak- 
ing only of those manufacturers who made their own steel. The Chairman of 
the Committee asked what these modifications have been and what the results 
of them are, and Dr. Cushman stated as follows: 

"The modifications are, first and foremost, to use a more even and more 
homogeneous steel in the wire to control the amount of impurities that steel 
contains, so that one batch of steel that comes out of a furnace will be as nearly 
as possible like the next one."

He also stated that metals of a different chemical constitution, such as 
Bessemer and Open-Hearth, should not be assembled in a structure, as the 
assembling and connecting of metals of different constitution is one of the 
controlling influences which hastens or stimulates the corrosion (rust) of the 
metal. Again quoting from his statement, he said: "Some of the manu- 
facturers now USE ONLY OPEN-HEARTH STOCK, WHICH I BELIEVE TO 
BE SUPERIOR."

As an evidence of one of the results of Dr. Cushman's investigations on the 
fence problem, we quote another extract from his statement before the Agri- 
cultural Appropriation Bill Committee. He said: "I do not believe that a wire 
fence should ever be put on an American farm that has a wire in it lighter than 
No. 9 gauge, and yet the great majority of fences are made of wire that run as 
low as No. 12 and No. 14 gauge, especially in the up and down wires which are 
called the stay wires. In many cases these rust within a year and a half. This 
is because IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO PUT AS MUCH ZINC ON A LIGHT GAUGE 
WIRE AS ON A HEAVY GAUGE WIRE. THAT IS A TECHNICAL FACT."

In nearly every type with which I am familiar, the stay wires are entirely 
too light to last long, and my advice is never to have a stay wire lighter than a 
line wire on any fence. Instead of selecting a fence of 12 wires, 58 inches high, 
economize, if necessary, by using a fence with fewer wires in it, but do not practice 
the false economy of cutting down the weight of the wires. 

We fully endorse the above recommendations. There is no question but 
that large wires in a fencing will last longer and in the end are the cheapest, 
because the cost per rod of fence made out of the larger wires does not increase 
in the same proportion as the size of the wire, nor nearly in proportion with the 
additional service that large wires (No. 9 or No. 10) will give; and, while we 
make " Pittsburgh Perfect" Fence either out of light or heavy wires to meet 
the price ideas of different purchasers, and guarantee that 1 'Pittsburgh Perfect" 
Fence will give better service than any other fence made out of similar sized 
wires, still we know that our Fencing made out of all No. 10 or all No. 9 wire 
will give the customer better satisfaction than any other fence he can buy.
